President Says Bryan Pol- 
,* icies Mean Ruin to 


Country 


[Associated -Dailies Telegram] 


Washington, Sept. 2-i.—After a pro- 


longed conference with members of 
his cabinet at the White House, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gave out his reply to 
W. J. Bryan's telegram of protest, 
relative to charges that 
Governor 


Haskell. treasurer of the Democratic 
campaign committee, had represented 
Standard Oil interests both lu Ohio 
find Oklahoma. 
Mr. Bryan demanded 


proof of the charges, promising that 
in the event of their substantiation, 
Governor Haskell would be dropped. 


The letter follows in part: 
"In your telegram you speak of so 


much of the charge against Governor 
Haskell as dealt with his relations 
•while In Ohio with the Standard Oil 
company. 
You omit the charge as to 


his relations with the Standard Oil 
interests 
as 
shown by his action 


while governor of Oklahoma this very 
summer, this action being in part tak- 
en while he was at Denver, where, as 
you state, he was, by your wish, made 
chairman of the 
committee 
which 


drafted the platform upon which you 
are standing. 
In my statement I pur- 


posely made no specific allusion to the 
Ohio matter, and shall at this time 
make none, in spite of its significance 
and in spite of the further fact that 
Governor 
Haskell's close 
relations 


•with the Standard Oil interests while 
he was in Ohio was a matter of com- 
mon notoriety. 
In Oklahoma it is a 


matter of court record. By this court 
record it appears that the attorney 
general of the state, elected by the 
people, obtained an injunction to pre- 
vent the Prairie Oil and Gas company 
from building a pipe line: and that 
Governor Haskell found this out while 
he was at Denver, as appears by the 
representations for the dissolution of 
the injunction made in his name on 
behalf of the state bofer a court of 
superior jurisdiction to that which is- 
sued the injunction. In this the gov- 
ernor states that the acting governor, 
In his absence, had asked that the 
hearing be postponed until he, tho 
governor, might return and have an 
opportunity to investigate the contro- 
versy. The governor set forth in his 
petition that he is the sole authority 
to determine such matters, and that 
the attorney general and the judge 
of the lower court had no right in the 
case, and that the action of the judge 
of the lower court represented 
'an 


encroachment by the judiciary.' The 
attorney general opposed ino dissolu- 
tion of the injunction, stating that the 
Prairie Oil and Gas company was a 
foreign corporation which had not ac- 
cepted the provisions of the constitu- 
tion applicable to such corporations, 
and that without authority of IJAV it 
Tvas employing a great force of men 
and teams to dig up. across and into 
various highways of the state for the 
purpose of laying its pipe linos. The 
governor prevailed, the injunction was 
suspended, and the pipe line was per- 
mitted to continue its work, to use 
the words of the attorney general, 
'without any color of law.' I call your 
attention to the fact that the question 
Is not whether or not the judse erred. 
or whether the injunction was proper. 
The point is that the governor was 
alert to take out of tho hands of the 
attorney general what the attorney 
general felt was his sworn duty to 
prevent." 


Refers to Suits. 


The president then refers Jo suits 


against the Standard Oil company in 
which the fact developed th::t tho 
Prairie Oil and 
Gas company was 


owned, with the exception of $:>QO. by 
the National Transit company, which 
•with the exception of $3500, is owned 
by the Standard. 


He then calls ^attention to Judge 


Taft's refusal to be a parly to th" 
re-election of Senator Forakor because

Standard Oil interests, rind says: 


"With a hundred fold clearer evi- 


dence before you as to tho connection

less, having secured Governor Haskell 
as chairman of the 
committee 
to

nave not the space In this letter to 
discuss Governor Hasheii's conduct, 
for instance. In re to ins the child labor 
bill, or the fact that his name appears 
as one of the defendants in various 
suits brought by the government to 
prevent the Creek Indians from having 
certain of their 
lands 
fiaudulently 


taken; or his connection with various 
Other matters of the kind. 


Considerable attention is devoted to 


consideration 
of the allegation that 


Governor riaskell used the Oklahoma 
state university as a imans of fur- 
therinp his political advancement by 
appointing Democrats 'o positions re- 
gardless of their ability. 


Has Given Fair Treatment. 


President Roosevelt then continues: 
"You close your telegram by saying 


that you expect and will demand fair 
and honorable treatment from those 
who are in charge of the Republican 
'Campaign. I am not in charge of the 


N>caaipaigr~i but am greatly interested 
'Iniit. I hftvc shown your above fuirly 
and honorably that Governor Haskell 
is a man who, on every account I have 
named, is unworthy of any position in 
our public life. 
Xo further investiga- 


tion of these facts is required. They 
are spread on the record before you. 
and they were available before Mr. 
Haskell was chosen for his position 
as treasurer. You also say that you 
•will not permit any respon-iblo mem- 
ber of the Republican organisation to 
misrepresent the 
attltuue of your 


partj' in the present campaign. You 
will have no difficulty in getting me 
to represent It aright, for my sole 
anxiety is that the people of the coun- 
try 
shall understand 
this atliiude 


clearly, and shall then condemn it as 
it should be condemned. You say that 
you have 
advocated more radical 


measures against private monopolies 
than either I or my party associates 
have been willing to undertake. You 
have indeed advocated measuies that 
sound more radical, but they have 
the prime defect that in practice they 
would not work.

I ask that you be 


judged both by th« words jou wish 
remembered, and by the words that 
seemingly you and your party now 
desire to have forgotten. I ask that' 
your present plan for regulating the 
trusts be judged in connection with 
your past utterances, that jou did not

their dost motion: and again, in con 
nection with your past utterances to 
the effect that only government own- 
ership, by a complicated national and 
state system of railroads would avail;
